RI from both Houſes) His Maieſty might well beleeve himſelfe abſolved both betore God 
and man, from the leaſt poſſible charge of not having uſed his utmoſt endeavour for peace : yet when 
he conſiders that the Sceane of all this calamity is tn the bowels of his owne Kingdome, that all the 
blouJ which is ſpilr is of his owne Subic&s, and that what viRtory ſoever it ſhall pleaſe God to give 
him, muſt be over thoſe that who ought not to have lifred up their hands againſt him : when he conſi- 
ders that theſe deſperate civill difſenrions may encourage and invitea forraigne enemy to make a prey 
of the whole Nation: That Ireland is in preſent danger to be totally loſt : That the heavy iudgements 
of God, Plague, Peſtilence, Famine, will bethe inevitable attendanrs of this unnatyrall contention : 
Andthat in a ſhort time there will bee a generall habir of uncharitableneſſe and cruelty comraRted 
throughthe whole Kingdome : Thar even Peace it ſelfe will not reſtore his people to their old temper 
and ſecurity ; His Maieſty cannotbut again call for an Anſwer to that his Meſſage, which gives ſo faire 
a reſt toend theſe unnaturaH{diſtra&tions. And His Maieſty doth this with more earneſineſſe, becauſe -. 
he doubts not the condition of his Armies in ſeverall parts ; His ſtrength of horſe, foot, and Artillery, 
His plenty of Ammunition, (when ſome meane mike lately conceive he wa is ſo well known and 
under , that 1t may be confeſſed that nothing but the tendernefle and love to his people, and thoſe 
Chriſtian imprefſures which alwayes live, ps, Ie alwayes ſhall dwell in his heart, could m 
him once more to hazard a refuſal. Acd hee requires them as they will anſwer to God, himſelfe, ag 
all the world, that they wi!lno longer ſuffer their fellow ſubie&s to welter incach others bloud, and 
that they will remember by whoſe authority, and for what they met in the Councell, and fend ſuch an 
anſwer to his Maieſtie as may a dooreto let in a firme peace and ſecurity tothe whole Kingdome. 
If His Maiefſty ſhall againe be diſappointed of his intentions therein, the bloud, rapine, anddeſtruRi- 
on which muſt follow in England and Ireland, will be caſt upon the accompt of thoſe who are deafe to 
the motive of Peace, and Accommodation.
